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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1,15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Chun et al., US 4,707,160. See Example 1. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 
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5. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

6. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Olson et al., US 5,407,598. The reference discloses bleach tablets comprising oxidant 
halogen bleach, at least a portion of which is encapsulated (col. 2, lines 14+). The 
encapsulated bleach comprises 10-80% of the total bleach. Suitable bleaches include 
sodium dichloroisocyanurate (col. 3, line 65). The bleach active is coated with two, three 
or more layers (col. 4, lines 25+). Preferably an inner layer is inorganic and an outer 
layer is organic. Suitable organic coatings include anionic surfactants (col. 4, lines 55+), 
including sodium and potassium salts of monocarboxylic acids of 8-12 carbons and alkyl 
sulfates. While alkyl phosphate esters are not specifically disclosed, these are common 
anionic surfactants, and use of same would be obvious to the person of ordinary skill in 
the surfactant art in view of the disclosure of the general utility of anionics. Suitable 
inorganic coating agents include sodium tripolyphosphate and sodium sulfate. A most 
preferred embodiment of a double coated particle comprises about 30-80% by weight of 
bleach core, about 5-50% of an inorganic coating agent and about 5-50% of a second 
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surfactant coating (col. 6, lines 16+). This reference differs from the claimed subject 
matter in that it does not disclose a composition which reads on applicant's claims with 
sufficient specificity to constitute anticipation. 

It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to make such a 
composition, because this reference teaches that all of the ingredients recited by 
applicants are suitable for inclusion in a surfactant composition. The person of ordinary 
skill in the surfactant art would expect the recited compositions to have properties 
similar to those compositions which are exemplified, absent a showing to the contrary. 

In the case where the claimed ranges overlap or lie inside ranges disclosed by 
the prior art, a prima facie case of obviousness exists. In re Wertheim, 541 F.2d 257, 
191 USPQ 90 (CCPA 1976); In re Woodruff, 919 F.2d 1575, 16 USPQ2d 1934 (Fed Cir. 
1990). 

7. Claims 19-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Olson et al., US 5,407,598 in view of Alterman et al., US 3,983,254. The disclosure of 
Olson et al. is summarized above. Formulation into cleaning compositions is not 
disclosed. Alterman teaches detergent-bleach compositions comprising an 
encapsulated bleach, anionic or nonionic detergent, builder, brighteners, water and 
sodium sulfate (col. 13, lines 54+). Suitable builders include pyrophosphates, 
tripolyphosphates, carbonates and silicates (col. 13, lines 20+). Builder is present at 
about 6% by weight to about 90% by weight of the compositions. It would have been 
obvious at the time that the invention was made to incorporate the encapsulated bleach 
of Olson into the Detergent compositions of Alterman, because Olson teaches shaped, 
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solid, encapsulated bleach sources that can be used in cleaning processes, and 
Alterman teaches cleaning compositions which incorporate encapsulated bleaches.
